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Engineers enter robotics competition

During March 6-8, St. Ed’s Pre- 
Engineering program will make its debut 
in the Buckeye Regional FIRST Robotics 
Competition. They will join over 60 other 
high schools in a multi-national engineer¬ 
ing contest for which students create a 
functional robot. 

NASA Glenn recently awarded 
the Pre-Engineering program with a six 
thousand dollar grant for the upcoming 
competition. The grant covers the five 
thousand dollar entry fee. 

Pre-engineering students have 
already begun construction of their robot. 
Mr. Sent estimated that students have 
spent over 40 hours working on the proj¬ 
ect. Students have worked after school 
and on weekends. The robot may reach a 
speed of two miles per hour.

St. Ed’s robot will compete by 
navigating on one side of a specially con¬ 
structed arena. An opponent navigates 
their robot on the other side. The object of 
the contest is to take boxes down a ramp 
and into a scoring zone. The team with the 
most boxes in their respective scoring zone 
receives the most points. Additional 
points are awarded to teams who can pile 
the boxes on top of each other. 

The FIRST 2003 Robotics 
Competition involves an estimated 20,000 
students and 800 teams nationwide and,, 
aims to provide young people with the 
motivation to seek out opportunities in sci¬ 
ence, technology and engineering. The 
Buckeye Regional will take place over the 
course of three days at the CSU 
Convocation Center.

Voyeur programs have become 
quite popular.

Why do people watch voyeuris¬ 
tic shows? Maybe people watch to see life 
through another perspective, in effect to 
live another life. More likely they watch to 
see their fellow human beings be humiliat¬ 
ed, tortured, and emotionally hurt. Shows 
like Fear Factor, in which our fellow 
human beings our enticed by the grand 
sum of $50,000 to be subjected to “stunts” 


that seek to hurt, terrify, and humiliate. 
This dehumanization is done in the name 
of entertainment. Like gladiatorial combat 
during which humans were sacrificed in 
bloody fights to the death because the peo¬ 
ple wanted entertainment. Gory fights 
were the new low that drew the crowds. 
Once again, this madness was all done in 
the name of entertainment. 

Perhaps the new show, “Are You 
Hot?” is the most despicable and savage 
program on television, not only for its 
scantily clad bodies but also for the insult¬ 
ing comments made to humiliate contest¬ 
ants. 

The debasement of morals is clear 
throughout the history of entertainment; 
the greater degree of depravity, the more 
viewers it attracts. Perhaps it is in the 
nature of man to seek the forbidden and 
scandalous. To the credit of society, there 
have been movements to raise the stan¬ 
dards; however, we find ourselves, not 
unlike the Romans, slowly lowering the 
level of morality in all forms of entertain¬ 
ment, not just television. This race to the 
moral bottom is part of business, but 
should be seen as un-American for it hurts 
our society in many ways. 

I am in no way directly linking 
voyeuristic programs with social prob¬ 
lems; however, I do believe these pro¬ 


grams contribute to the lowering of ethical 
standards, in turn threatening our way of 
life. The lowering of an entire popula¬ 
tion’s standards is dangerous and forebod¬ 
ing, considering the likeness to the 
Romans. 

Laws work when the majority of 
people will abide by them. If laws need to 
be enforced for an entire depraved nation, 
it is far more difficult for a democracy such 
as ours to survive. The Romans had 
greater power than America, and yet the 
destabilization of their government caused 
their downfall. They weakened them¬ 
selves and left themselves open for con¬ 
quest. 

A host of social problems can be 
traced to the debasement of morals by 
voyeur shows.
